BIOGRAPHIES 


ETSUKO KIMURA is Assistant Concertmaster with 
the Toronto Symphony Orchestra. Etsuko has been a 
featured soloist with orchestras internationally, and has 
led a number of premier ensembles in the past including 
the Kobe City Chamber Orchestra in Japan, and Sinfonia 
Toronto. Etsuko currently teaches at the University of 
Toronto Faculty of Music. 


PAUL MEYER joined the Toronto Symphony Orchestra 
in 1979 and became principal second violin in 2000. 
Born in Kentucky, Paul’s first music lessons were with Sr. 
Mary Cecilia at Brescia College, and later he studied with 
Frederic Balasz, Paul Rolland, Josef Gingold and Isidore 
Cohen. 


Violist KENT TEEPLE is a member of the Toronto 
Symphony Orchestra. Kent has been Principal Violist 
with the Canadian Opera Company, the National Ballet 
Orchestra and the Mainly Mozart Orchestra. Kent's 
teaching credits include the University of Toronto, the 
Royal Conservatory of Music and the Toronto Symphony 
Youth Orchestra. He is a mentor/performer with the 
National Academy Orchestra. 


Cellist and teacher, PAUL WIDNER has appeared 
throughout Asia, Europe, the United States and Canada. 
Since 1985, Mr. Widner has been performing with the 
Canadian Opera Company Orchestra and the Espirit 
Orchestra. He is on the faculty of the Glenn Gould School 
and the University of Toronto. 


EDWARD TAIT was Assistant Principal Bass with the 
Toronto Symphony Orchestra for over 35 years. Prior to 
that, he served in the same capacity with the National 
Arts Centre Orchestra, and was a member of the New 
Orleans Symphony Orchestra. He has performed with the 
Orford Quartet, the St. Lawrence String Quartet, Amici, 
and Soundstreams and has served as the double bass 
coach of the National Youth Orchestra. 


DOUGLAS STEWART is Principal Flute in the Canadian 
Opera Company Orchestra. He has been a faculty 
member at the University of Toronto for twenty years and 
has been a visiting professor at the Freiburg Hochschule 
of Music in Germany. In addition to his post with the 
Canadian Opera Company, Douglas is Principal Flute 
with the Esprit Orchestra.

In 2009, Kathleen was appointed Associate Professor at 
the Jacobs School of Music at Indiana University. She has 
performed as a member of the World Orchestra for Peace 
under Valery Gergiev and has toured extensively with 
them since 2001. 


CHRISTOPHER GONGOS was Principal Horn of the 
Kitchener-Waterloo Symphony, and was also a part of the 
Winnipeg Symphony and the Hamilton Philharmonic. 

In 1998 Mr. Gongos joined the Toronto Symphony 
Orchestra, where he is the Associate Principal Horn. He 
teaches at the University of Toronto and the Glenn Gould 
School. 


Canadian pianist GREGORY OH holds graduate degrees 
from the University of Toronto and the University of 
Michigan. He teaches at the University of Toronto, plays
